PASADENA 
Calif. (AP) — 
America's first bright, clear 
close-ups 
of

moon's 
mysterious far side show pret­ 
ty much what was expected - 
nothing new. 
Two 
gooc^ sharply focused 
pictures transmitted to Earth 
Sunday by the Lunar Orbiter 
spacecraft 
just show 
more 
lumps and craters - a carbon 
3opy, almost, of the familiar 
near side. 
Orbiter, an 850-pound Ameri­ 
can shutterbug locked in orbit 
around the moon, took the two 
shots late Friday and early Sat­ 
urday, processed them in a 
small on-board laboratory, then 
radioed them back for scientists 
at the Jet Propulsion Labora­ 
tory here. 
The pictures show much more 
detail than photos sent back in 
1959 by the Soviet Luna 3, scien­ 


tists said, although spokesmen 
for the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration didn't 
interpret the new shots immedi­ 
ately. 
First received was the high- 
resolution photo—showing an 
area about 75 by 100 miles - 
taken by the spacecraft’s ailing 
close-up camera. It was cen­ 
tered on a point about 150 de­ 
grees west longitude and 5 de­ 
grees south latitude. 
The other photo, taken in the 
same general area, 
covered 
about 590 by 220 miles. It was 
taken by the medium-resolution 
lens, which has worked perfect­ 
ly throughout the mission. 


The craft was able to take a 
good picture with the close-up 
lens, scientists said, because 
they didn't activate the erring 
motion compensation system.

ERZURUM, Turkey (AP) — 
The Turkish government, with 
help from around the world, 
made massive efforts today to 
fight disease and hunger among 
hundreds of thousands of survi­ 
vors of Friday's earthquake in 
eastern Turkey. 
A major menace was a chol­ 
era epidemic raging across the 
border in Iraq. Nineteen prov­ 
inces near Iraq were declared 
"critical zones" because ofthe 
disease. 
Neighboring Syria 
closed its borders with Iraq to 
prevent 
cholera 
spreading 
there. 
For the peasants, however, 


the main fear was not disease 
but a recurrence of the quake 
that may have left many more 
than the estimated 3,000 dead in 
this rugged hinterland. Search 
crews have counted, 2,300 bod­ 
ies and at least 2,300 were In­ 
jured. 
Having experienced two sue 
cessive days of tremors after 
the initial quake, the peasants 
continued to sleep in the open 
fields, under cone-shaped tents 
or 
wrapped in 
home-made 
blankets.

Health Minister Edip Somuno- 
glu ordered mass incoculations 
against typhoid and told local 


health officials to add chlorine 
to drinking water. 
Bodies uncovered from debris 
were being buried as soon as 
possible, often even before 
Identification. 
Some survivors 
asked for 
picks and shovels to dig out 
their dead relatives, 
later 
wrapping the corpses in bed 
sheets and squatting 
around 
them in tears for hours. 
Efforts were under way to 
drop bread and othej food from 
airplanes t o 29 isolated vil­ 
lages.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
PARKS FOR THE FUTURE 
The National Park Service will be 50 years 
old on Thursday (Aug. 25). 
FROM THE BEGINNING our national parks 
program has aimed at the future. Congress 
in the act of Aug. 25, 1916 established the 
National Park Service within the Department of 
the Interior. The original purposes set forth 
by Congress were “ To conserve the scenery 
and the wildlife therein and to provide for the 
enjoyment of the same in such manner and by 
such means as will leave them unimpaired for 
the enjoyment of future generations.*’ 
President Johnson restated that aim in his 
Feb. 23 message to Congress on conservation 
and recreation. Repeating requests made a year 
earlier for additions to the park and recrea­ 
tion system, the President urged that 1966 be 
rememljered as the “ year of the new conser­ 
vation when farsighted men took farsighted 
steps to preserve the beauty that is the heri­ 
tage of our Republic.** 
IT WAS NOT always easy. In the early days 
of the National Park Service “ Uncle Joe’* 
Cannon, then Speaker of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives, 
grudgingly 
agreed to conserve 
priceless federal lands, but decreed: “ Not one 
cent for scenery.** 
The new Cape Cod National Seashore, dedi­ 
cated on May 30, is the first National Park 
Service land to be acquired mainly by pur­ 
chase. As National Wildlife observes: “ Except 
for Rockefeller donations we would not have ac­ 
quired the Great Smoky Mountains National 
Park. Mellon and Phipps gifts made possible 
the Cape Hatierus National Seashore.** Rocke­ 
feller *s 
generousity pi ->vided the recreation 
facilities on St. John, \ s rgin Islands. 
But in 1961 Congress created the Cape Cod 
National Seashore and authorized $16 million 
for land purchases. The acts creating all sub­ 
sequent National Seashores have included land- 
taking authorizations. 
THE NATIONAL PARK SERVIC E has been hold­ 
ing a year-long observance of its 50th anni­ 
versary. It deserves the praise it is earning. 
In the past 10 years it has added 50 new areas 
to the 181 parks, monuments, battlefields, memo­ 
rial cemeteries, seashores, parkways and his­ 
toric sites it administered in 1956. In the same 
decade it has added 100 new visitor centers, 
nearly 1000 miles of trails, 2700 miles of roads, 
and tens of thousands of camp sites and parking 
spaces. 
* 
A decade ago fewer than 55 million visits 
were made to NPS facilities. Last year the 
total passed 112 million. A record 137 million 
are expected this year. Even though some of 
these are repeaters, that’s a lot for a nation 
of 195 million. 
The 32 national parks stretch from Acadia, 
Maine, the Virgin Islands, and the Everglades, 
across the nation to Alaska and Hawaii. Add 
to these seven Nation;! 1 Seashores, embracing 
321,000 acres, situated on the Atlantic, the Pa­ 
cific, and the Gulf of Mexico. 
Eight new natural beauty spots ranging from 
Texas to Michigan and Oregon to North Caro­ 
lina are now under consideration by Congress. 
NPS administers the White House, the Gettys­ 
burg Battlefield, and the Statue of Liberty. So 
long as the program continues to grow in a 
forward-looking fashion, future generations will 
have reason to be grateful.

Defense Secretary Robert McNamara has won 
an enviable but somewhat controversial repu­ 
tation for saving the taxpayers* dollar in the 
operation of his department. 
He has developed a name for being a fine 
example of a business executive, who is using 
talents developed as an industrial executive to 
promote efficiency and thrift in the federal 
government. 
It is unusual for a man in government to 
talk about thrift. Most bureaucrats are spend­ 
ers. So the emphasis that has been placed by 
McNamara voluntarily on saving money without 
sacrificing the nation’s defense is appreciated 
by the public and laudable. Since the nation 
spends more for defense than anything else 
what he is able to accomplish is of major 
importance to the nation. The controversial 
aspect lies in the difficulty of accurately figur­ 
ing government costs. Some of McNamara’s 
statements have been questioned because there 
is more than one way of figuring defense ex­ 
penditures. Future projections don’t always pan 
out. 
But McNamara is not always right as the 
TFX fiasco demonstrates. He goofed badly in 
selecting General Dynamics of Fort Worth, 
Tex.t to build the air force version of the 
plane, also known as the Fn. 
Or in making the recommendation did he mere­ 
ly express the will of President Lyndon B, 
Johnson, the commander in chief, that the con­ 
tract be awarded to a Texas firm? 
Regardless, McNamara has made a decision 
that will cost the nation millions of dollars. 
McNamara predicted that the selection in­ 
stead would save the country $1 billion. ..... 


A 235-board expert evaluation board recom­ 
mended that the contract to build the plane be 
awarded to the Boeing Company. McNamara in­ 
sisted on General Dynamics. 
The planes for the air force and navy were 
to cost $2.9 million. The defense department 
• 
now estim ates the cost at $13 million — $8 
million for the navy version and $5 million 
for the air force plane. 
Development costs, estim ated at $137 million, 
actually will cost $258 million. 
The claim was made that General Dynamics 
could offer identical parts for the two planes 
at a saving to the taxpayers while Boeing’s 
parts would be common or sim ilar but not 
identical. 
The defense department now reports that 82 
per cent of the plane’s air fram e parts are 
common. It does not use the word identical. 
McNamara has blundered badly on this major 
decision. 
He will be hard pressed to save enough on 
other defense program s to offset the heavy 
losses of his foolhardy TFX decision.

WHEN WE WERE 
a boy a 
dance was really a social af­ 
fair, not a recreation. All of our 
dances were program affairs 
and the boys would meet two 
or three days before the dance 
and exchange dances. We were 
always careful to dance the first 
and last dance with girl who 
was our partner. On the night 
of the dance we would rent a 
horse drawn cab for 25 cents 
and the driver would first pick 
us up and then go for the girl. 
When we reached the dance hall 
there was a maid to help the 
girls with their wraps and big 


bowl of punch that had no 
“ spike” in it. We grew up In 
a saloon town and those who 
drank were not accepted in so­ 
ciety. Most all of this changed 
with prohibition. The last dance 
was 
always 
“ Home Sweet 
Home,” and the music was 
always by an orchestra. Be­ 
lieve the dances cost one dol­ 
lar a couple which would be 
equal to $8 or $10 now. There 
were no juke boxes then. Our 
dances were waltz, two-step and 
shottisch. About the time we 
finished high school several 
ultramodern dances came along 
by the name of bunnyhug, bear­ 
cat, cakewalk, turkeytrot, fox­ 
trot, and castle walk. They nev­ 
er replaced the waltz and two 
step, but were mere novelties. 
A dancer in those days was not 
proficient until he was able to 
lead his lady out on the floor 
for whatever the orchestra (not 
band) was playing. 
These days we often contrast 
the gesture dancing in which 
boy and girl work their arms 
and legs in various grotesque 
movements, 
missing all the 
pleasure of holding hands while 
the gentleman carefully puts 
his arm about his lady and the 
latter daintily holds her left 
hand on his right shoulder as 
they moved gracefully over the 
floor. Grace and symetry were 
a part of our dances. And they 
always ended at midnight.

Of 
course all our dances were so- 
called private, with invitations 
issued. 
Dancing changed as we moved 
from high school to college. As 
we may have mentioned some­ 
time ago in an editorial about 
the good old days, the first 
thing we were told when we 
went to our fraternity’s dances 
as a freshman was who we 
were going to take. There is 
always a lot of politics in a 
fraternity house and the upper 
classmen figure that six of the 
freshman should take girls from 
the Pi Phi house, four from 
Kappa Kappa Gamma and sev­ 
eral from Chi Omega. Those 
were the sororities our fra­ 
ternity needed favors from for 
our candidates for student of­ 
fice. 
The sororities would 
assign some of their fresh­ 
man to the dates.

less exert a subtle influence. 
FUTURE OF WATTS 
They talked chiefly about the 
future of Watts. 
What they 
wanted most was to do things 
themselves. 
They 
had or­ 
ganized “ Operation Bootstrap” 
to pull Watts up by its 
own 
bootstraps 
and they seemed 
to be doing it. 
Shriver visited one building 
where international business 
machines had contributed three 
IBM 
machines and a young 
Negro woman was teaching oth­ 


ers how to run them. 
In the next room typewriters 
were being pounded by fledging 
stenographers. Outside 
was 
an auto body repair shop. If you 
weren’t too particular about the 
polish on your car, you could 
get it fixed free by a young 
Negro 
training to 
be a 
mechanic. 


Shriver is lnclinced to mini­ 
mize the help which he or any 
outsider has given Watts. The 
anti - poverty program has 
found jobs for about 1,500 teen­ 
agers. About 100 young men 
have been enlisted from Watts 
for the job corps. There have 
also 
been organized “ Teen- 
Posts,” (clubs tor teenagers) 
and various other projects such 
as the 
Neighborhood 
Adult 
Participation Program. How­ 
ever, these only scratch the 
surface. 


Today there is no hospital in 
Watts. The area 
once under 
curfew is bigger than San Fran­ 
cisco, yet it hasn’t a single hos­ 
pital, 
and last June a Los 
Angeles county election turned 
down a bond issue for a new 
hospital. 
So the University of Southern 
California is erecting a hos­ 
pital, nothing elaborate, Just a 
pre • fab job. But it will open in 
January. 
And the leaders of Watts are 
insistent that they run it them­ 
selves. Shriver believes they 
will be able to do so. 
They also wanted federal 
funds to be placed under their 
administration, which under the 
laws laid down by congress is 
not possible. However, before 
he left the West Coast, Shriver 
had a meeting with leading Los 
Angeles citizens and launched 
a quiet campaign to raise pri­ 
vate money. 
Watts has a long way to go, 
but at least things have started. 
Lekving Shriver’s office at 
a late hour, I concluded that 
the most important news isn’t

Inside Labor 
By Victor Rieeel 


President 
of the 
Domini­ 
can Republic Tells Riesel La­ 
bor Always Will Be Unchained 
in His Land. 
Few governments in recent 
history' have been born under 
such explosive and verbal fire 
as the administration which took 
over in Santo Domingo last 
month. 
It is truly sailing dangerously 
between Scylla and Charybdls 
--Castro’s Cuba and the en­ 
mity of many American lib­ 
erals. 
I asked the new president how 
his regime would treat labor. 
Here is his reply: 
By Joaquin Balaguer 
President of the Donimlcan Re­ 
public 
Santo Domingo: The historic 
process of the world labor 
movement shows us that the 
workers of a country have bene­ 
fited from the experiences of 
more advanced countries, and 
have adopted their methods in 
the organization of their own 
trade unions. 
This was the way it happened 
when the first trade unions were 
organized in the United States. 
The 
workers embodied Eu­ 
rope’s most advanced and ex­ 
perienced methods into their 
early trade unions. 
We, in the Donimlcan Repub­ 
lic, in order to labor-orient our 
social environment, have had to 
learn from the various trade 
union systems in Latin Ameri­ 
ca, which had earlier begin­ 
nings than ours in the pursuit 
of labor gains. 
Our trade union structures 
have likewise benefited from the 
North American labor move­ 
ment and a good example of 
this Is the training in labor 
education which is now being 
carried on in our country. Said 
training is under the direction 
of the American Institute for 
F r e e Labor Development 
(AIFLD); whose 
educational 
programs, according to AIFLD 
claims, do not discriminate 
against the affiliates of the dif­ 
ferent trade unions and are 
available to all educational lev­ 
els of workers. 
While 
technical training is 
basic to the organization of 
trade unions, labor confrater­ 
nity is of equal Importance 
when practiced among organi­ 
zations, among groups, and even 
among workers. 
As a public figure, I firmly 
believe in this type of rela­ 
tionship and profess a unique 
devotion 
to 
human 
values 
wherever they are evidenced. I 
think that the most sincere rep­ 
resentation of these values is 
exemplified In the 
ordinary 
worker, in the factory worker 
or the agricultural worker, who 
are the heartbeat of the life of 
a nation. 
Having accepted this thought, 
I do not believe a diplomatic 
embassy exists which has as 
much power to establish close 
bonds among friendly sister 
countries as the workers have; 
and I agree with the concept 
that this mission can be best 
accomplished through direct 
relationships among organiza­ 
tions. 
For these reasons, I greatly 
sympathize with the interchange 
between 
Dominican workers 
with their brothers of the Uni­ 
ted States and other countries, 
and any effort towards this end 
would always have the encour­ 
agement of my government and, 
In particular, my own. 
This interchange, which is in­ 
spired by a logical and natural 
sentiment 
of 
confraternity 
among the workers of different 
countries and united by ties of 
common interests, should not 
involve any partisan political 
dependence because then the 
trade union movement, created 
in a spirit of confraternity, 
would lose Its most precious 
attribute: Freedom. 
It is a tangible reality that in 
order for the trade union move­ 


ment to be free it is neces­ 
sary that it not be tied to any 
national or international parti­ 
san political structures. 
U such partisanship existed, 
the trade union movement would 
degenerate to simple append­ 
ixes of the local or interna­ 
tional political parties and this, 
of course, lyould not be favor­ 
able to a labor movement. 
Our party — the Reformist — 
can boast of representing a 
reviving current in defense of 
the progress of a free trade 
union movement. We do not sup­ 
port any trade union central, 
neither do we aspire to control 
the labor movement. On the con­ 
trary, I recall, and I do not do 
so to get any recognition from 
Dominican workers, that it was 
under the regime of the first 
State Council, which I chaired, 
that the first trade unions be­ 
gan to operate in this country, 
and it was with them the his­ 
tory of the free labor movement 
in the Dominican Republic be­ 
gan. 
The social policy of the basic 
program of government of the 
Reformist Party is based on 
the attainment of a better life 
for the Dominican worker, in­ 
cluding 
the forgotten rural 
worker to whom loans, social 
security services, the benefits 
of a minimum wage and other 
advantages enjoyed by the urban 
worker, will be extended. 
I would like to emphasize a 
fact which constitutes one of 
our greatest social injustices, 
and this Is in regards to the 
life experienced by rural work­ 
ers, which has been one lacking 
of practically all the advan­ 
tages granted to the other work­ 
ers. 
My government is determined 
to correct this injustice, and, in 
effect, has plans to provide 
the rural workers with the same 
benefits granted to the urban 
workers. 
These plans include the ac­ 
complishment of an accelerated 
agrarian reform, within the 
concept of respect for private 
property; the establishment of 
sanitary services and of social 
assistance in die country; the 
construction of schools readily 
accessible to rural areas; the 
liberalization of loan financing 
for harvests; the establishment 
of a system at harvest insur­ 
ance and the creation of agri­ 
cultural, livestock, and consu­ 
m er cooperatives, etc. 
This does not mean that the 
rural worker would become the 
favored worker. The theme of 
our party, “ Neither injustices, 
nor privileges,’’ would be ap­ 
plied letter by letter in order 
to correct, in the case of the 
forgotten rural worker, an acute 
historic injustice. 
We will rehabilitate our rural 
worker but we will also be 
greatly concerned so that, in 
general, all the working class, 
as an essential factor of our 
society, may receive all the 
benefits which it deserves. 
We will work untiringly in 
order to maintain our labor 
movement free, exempt from 
daring enemies who, either 
from within their own organi­ 
zations or from outside, con­ 
spire to exterminate it, even as 
they disguise as defenders. 
We shall encourage by all 
possible means the interchange 
of the Dominican workers with 
the workers of the United 
States, Argentina, Brazil, Mex­ 
ico and other sister countries, 
on a basis of equal relation­ 
ships, hut only as brothers and 
not as political slaves. 
In this effort we propose to go 
even farther, without partisan 
sponsorships to warp the true 
nature of die vigorous Domini­ 
can labor movement, which can 
never be an appendage of a 
foreign political ideology which 
Is in opposition to western 
democratic goals, nor an affi­ 
liate of a domestic political 
Party.

The Executive Order makes 
some attempt to define and re­ 
strict the categories of 
ma­ 
terial which may be protected 
by these powerful sanctions.

“secret** classification “only 
for defense information or ma­ 
terial

unauthorized dis­ 
closure of which could result 
In serious damage to the Na­ 
tion, such as by jeopardizing 
the international relations 
of 
the United States, endanger­ 
ing the effectiveness of a pro­ 
gram or policy of vital impor­ 
tance to the 
national defense, 
or compromising 
important 
military or defense plans, sci­ 
entific 
or technological de­ 
velopments 
important to na­ 
tional defense, or information 
revealing 
important 
intelli­ 
gence operations.** The 
in­ 
tent seems to be to confine 
this 
formalized structure of 
secrecy to three general cate­ 
gories of information: (1) on in­ 
ternational negotiations and Re­ 
ports and on internal policy 
discussions and decisions; (2) 
on war plans, weapons design 
and performance, scientific and 


technical discoveries of 
di­ 
rect military importance; (3) 
on intelligence, espionage, and 
counter • espionage operations. 
The categories are, however, 
far too loosely defined to be 
applicable in any given situa­ 
tion. “ Endangering the effec­ 
tiveness of a program or policy 
of importance to the national de­ 
fense** seems almost meaning­ 
less, for example, sincealmost 
any governmental program may 
be thought to be of some reve- 
lance to the national defense, 
while the disclosure of almost 
any sort of information about it 
may be considered to “ endanger 
its effectiveness .“ There 
are, 
moreover, 
wholly legitimate 
reasons for governmental sec­ 
recy which seems not to fall 
within even these broad defini­ 
tions, but which nevertheless 
tend to expand the classification 
system — examples 
include 
secrecy for Treasury opera­ 
tions, to prevent* individuals 
from 
improperly 
benefiting 
through advance information, or 
secrecy in personnel matters 
to avoid unjust injury to the in­ 
dividual.

Tax Commission 
To Meet With 
Dunklin Officials

CITY 
AP - 
Missouri's state tax commis­ 
sion is going to enter 
the 
lion's den in September. 
Chairman Hunter Phillips said 
he and the other two commis­ 
sioners, J. Ralph Hutchison of 
Caruthersville and Carl Davis 
of Fulton, will meet with the 
Dunklin county court and other 
officials to discuss the commis­ 
sion's order to raise automobile 
and other assessments there. 
The meeting has been tenta­ 
tively set for Sept. 8 or 9. 
The commission has been un­ 
der fire in Dunklin, Cape Girar­ 
deau and other southeastern 
Missouri areas for its action in 
ordering the increases. 
Jack Stapleton, jr ., editor of 
the Dunklin Daily Democrat at 
Kennett, has suggested the Leg­ 
islature should investigate the 


commission. The Cape Girar­ 
deau Southeastern Missourian 
also 
has criticized 
the in­ 
creases. 
In 
Dunklin County, 
the in­ 
creases 
on motor 
vehicles 
which include trailers, boats 
and airplanes as well as auto­ 
mobiles and trucks amounted 
to about 100 per cent. 
The 
commission said they 
should be assessed at the book 
value of $45,880 compared with 
the $25,450 listed by local town­ 
ship assessors. 
Phillips said a check of sales 
on motor vehicles in the fiscal 
year 1965-66 showed 18,205 mo­ 
tor 
vehicle titles in Dunklin 
County but the local assessors 
listed only 4,779 vehicles* 
Phillips says what the com­ 
mission is trying to do is get 
uniform valuations throughout 


the state, equaled at 30*34 per 
cent of actual value on a fully 
equipped car. 
On that basis, he reports the 
current assessment of motor 
vehicles is up about $20 million 
to $7,930,000,000 this year. 
Altogether, counting its ef­ 
forts to raise utility valuations, 
leasing companies and 
motor 
vehicles, Phillips figures the 
commission 
has added $300 
million to $400 million to the 
local tax rolls, benefiting school 
districts and other local units. 
Gov. Warren E. Hearnes has 
not said so publicly, but is re­ 
ported to be highly pleased with 
Phillips' efforts to enforce the 
tax laws on a fair and equita­ 
ble, uniform basis. 
In Hearnes' own county, Mis­ 
sissippi, the commission raised 
vehicle assessments about 60 
per cent. 
Phillips points out the new 
assessment total on vehicles is 
more than the assessment on 
all railroads, power and light 
companies, pipelines and other 
public utilities, if Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co. property is 
not counted. 
In 48 of the 114 counties val­ 
uations were raised from 10 to 
100 per cent and Phillips says 
all but a handful of county as- 
essors are going along with the 
increases. 
Testimony before the 
state 
tax study commission of lay­ 
men and legislators has indicat­ 
ed that many county assessors 
are for uniform valuations but 
they are glad that the State 
Commission has taken the mon­ 
key off their backs. 
Several also said they would 
favor complete elimination of 
the assessment of household 
goods and Phillips said he would 
go along but that would be up 
to the Legislature to decide. 
As far a s utilities are con­ 
cerned, Phillips said the com­ 
mission decided last year to 
review the whole situation and 
discovered that millions of dol­ 
lars worth of utility property 
never had been put on the local 
books. 
So the State Commission de­ 
vised new forms to be reported 
to local assessors and for the 
first time they know what util­ 
ity property was located 
in 
their counties. 
For example, one utility had 
never reported anything on $14 
million worth of new construc­ 
tion. 
It's on the books 
now. 
The commission sets the val­ 
uation of the distributable prop­ 
erty of utilities - poles, wires, 
tracks, pipelines and so on - 
and has attempted to make a 
uniform valuation of around 34 
per cent. This tax money also 
goes to the local units. 
A similar situation was found 
in the case of companies which 
lease 
business 
equipment. 
Their assessments have been 
set at about 35 per cent, adding 
more millions to the local tax 
rolls. 
Phillips says the commission 
will be busy hearing appeals all 
fall. 
The next target will be bus­ 
lines. Eight field men are busy 
checking them now. 
In some counties, of course, a 


rise 
in assessed valuations 
means the county courts will 
cut tax levies accordingly. 
The Cole County court did that 
Thursday, cutting 2 cents on the 
$100 valuation to produce 
a 
levy of 88 cents to offset the 
increases ordered by the Tax 
Commission.

O rbiter, an 850-pound Ameri­ 
can shutterbug locked in orbit 
around the moon, took the two

radioed them back for scientists 
at the Jet Propulsion Labora­ 
tory here. 
The pictures show much more 
detail than photos sent back in 
1959 by the Soviet Luna 3, scien­ 


tists said, although spokesmen 
for the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration didn’t 
interpret the new shots immedi­ 
ately.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
PARKS FOR THE FUTURE 
The National Park Service will be 50 years 
old on Thursday (Aug. 25). 
FROM THE BEGINNING our national parks 
program has aimed at the future. Congress 
in the act of Aug. 25, 1916 established the 
National Park Service within the Department of 
the Interior. The original purposes set forth 
by Congress were “To conserve the scenery 
and the wildlife therein and to provide for the 
enjoyment of the same in such manner and by 
such means as will leave them unimpaired for 
the enjoyment of future generations.’' 
President Johnson restated that aim in his 
Feb. 23 message to Congress on conservation 
and recreation. Repeating requests made a year 
earlier for additions to the park and recrea­ 
tion system, the President urged that 1966 be 
remembered as the “year of the new conser­ 
vation when farsighted men took farsighted 
steps to preserve the beauty that is the heri­ 
tage of our Republic.” 
IT WAS NOT always easy. In the early days 
of the National Park Service “Uncle Joe” 
Cannon, then Speaker of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives, 
grudgingly 
agreed to conserve 
priceless federal lands, but decreed: “Not one 
cent for scenery.” 
The new Cape Cod National Seashore, dedi­ 
cated on May 30, is the first National Park 
Service land to be acquired mainly by pur­ 
chase. As National Wildlife observes: “ Except 
for Rockefeller donations we would not have ac­ 
quired the Great Smoky Mountains National 
Park. Mellon and Phipps gifts made possible 
the Cape Hatterus National Seashore.” Rocke­ 
feller’s 
generousity pi ^vided the recreation 
tacilities on St. John, \ irgin Islands. 
But in 1961 Congress created the Cape Cod 
National Seashore and authorized $16 million 
for land purchases. The acts creating all sub­ 
sequent National Seashores have included land- 
taking authorizations. 
THE NATIONAL PARK SER vTC E has been hold­ 
ing a year-long observance of its 50th anni­ 
versary. It deserves the praise it is earning. 
In the past 10 years it has added 50 new areas 
to the 181 parks, monuments, battlefields, memo­ 
rial cemeteries, seashores, parkways and his­ 
toric sites if administered in 1956. In the same 
decade it has added 100 new visitor centers, 
nearly 1000 miles of tra ils,2700 miles of roads, 
and tens of thousands of camp sites and parking 
spaces. 
A decade ago fewer than 55 million visits 
were made to NPS facilities. Last year the 
total passed 112 million. A record 137 million 
are expected this year. Even though some of 
these are repeaters, that’s a lot for a nation 
of 195 million. 
The 32 national parks stretch from Acadia, 
Maine, the Virgin Islands, and the Everglades, 
across the nation to Alaska and Hawaii. Add 
to these seven Nation; • Seashores, embracing 
321,000 acres, situated on the Atlantic, the Pa­ 
cific, and the Gulf of Mexico. 
Eight new natural beauty spots ranging from 
Texas to Michigan and Oregon to North Caro­ 
lina are now under consideration by Congress. 
NPS administers the White House, the Gettys­ 
burg Battlefield, and the Statue of Liberty. So 
long as the program continues to grow in a 
forward-looking fashion, future generations will 
have reason to be grateful.

Defense Secretary Robert McNamara has won 
an enviable but somewhat controversial repu­ 
tation for saving the taxpayers’ dollar in the 
operation of his department. 
He has developed a name for being a fine 
example of a business executive, who is using 
talents developed as an industrial executive to 
promote efficiency and thrift in the federal 
government. 
It is unusual for a man in government to 
talk about thrift. Most bureaucrats are spend­ 
ers. So the emphasis that has been placed by 
McNamara voluntarily on saving money without 
sacrificing the nation’s defense is appreciated 
by the public and laudable. Since the nation 
spends more for defense than anything else 
what he is able to accomplish is of major 
importance to the nation. The controversial 
aspect lies in the difficulty of accurately figur­ 
ing government costs. Some of McNamara’s 
statements have been questioned because there 
is more than one way of figuring defense ex­ 
penditures. Future projections don’t always pan 
out. 
But McNamara is not always right as the 
TFX fiasco demonstrates. He goofed badly in 
selecting General Dynamics of Fort Worth, 
Tex., to build the air force version of the 
plane, also known as the FII. 
Or in making the recommendation did he mere­ 
ly express the will of President Lyndon B. 
Johnson, the commander in chief, that the con­ 
tract be awarded to a Texas firm? 
Regardless, McNamara has made a decision 
that will cost the nation millions of dollars. 
McNamara predicted that the selection 
in­ 
stead would save the country $1 billion. 


A 235-board expert evaluation board recom­ 
mended that the contract to build the plane be 
awarded to the Boeing Company. McNamara in­ 
sisted on General Dynamics. 
The planes for the air force and navy were 
to cost $2.9 million. The defense department 
now estimates the cost at $13 million — $8 
million for the navy version and $5 million 
for the air force plane. 
Development costs, estimated at $137 million, 
actually will cost $258 million. 
The claim was made that General Dynamics 
could offer identical parts for the two planes 
at a saving to the taxpayers while Boeing’s 
parts would be common or similar but not 
identical. 
The defense department now reports that 82 
per cent of the plane’s air frame parts are 
common. It does not use the word identical. 
McNamara has blundered badly on this major 
decision. 
He will be hard pressed to save enough on 
other defense programs to offset the heavy 
losses of his foolhardy TFX decision.

Esquire Inc.’s entry in this lucrative field, 
CQ Scene, will make its newstand debut on 
Tuesday, Aug. 23. An Esquire spokesman des­ 
cribes CQ Scene as a magazine for the “bright 
teen-age male” who is in high school and 
presumably headed for college. 
Meanwhile, magazines that have refrained from 
climbing aboard the youth bandwagon are doing 
all right, too. Curtis Publishing Co. showed a 
first-half net profit of $368,000, while Time 
Inc. reported a record January-June net of 
$17.7 million. Even so, Time felt impelled, in 
a recent cover story, to assure its readers 
that being middle-aged wasn’t all that bad.

WHEN WE WERE 
a boy a 
dance w as r ea lly a so c ia l af­ 
fair, not a recreation. All of our 
dances were program affairs 
and the boys would meet two 
or three days before the dance 
and exchange dances. We were 
always careful to dance the first 
and last dance with girl who 
was our partner. On the night 
of the dance we would rent a 
horse drawn cab for 25 cents 
and the driver would first pick 
us up and then go for the girl. 
When we reached the dance hall 
there was a maid to help the 
girls with their wraps and big 


bowl 
of punch 
that had no 
“ spike” in it. We grew up in 
a saloon town and those who 
drank were not accepted in so­ 
ciety. Most all of this changed 
with prohibition. The last dance 
was 
always 
“ Home 
Sweet 
Home,” and the music was 
always by an orchestra. Be­ 
lieve the dances cost one dol­ 
lar a couple which would be 
equal to $8 or $10 now. There 
were no juke boxes then. Our 
dances were waltz, two-step and 
shottisch. About the time we 
finished high school several 
ultramodern dances came along 
by the name of bunnyhug, bear­ 
cat, cakewalk, turkeytrot, fox­ 
trot, and castle walk. They nev­ 
e r replaced the waltz and two 
step, but were m ere novelties. 
A dancer in those days was not 
proficient until he was able to 
lead his lady out on the floor 
for whatever the orchestra (not 
band) was playing. 
These days we often contrast 
the gesture dancing in which 
boy and girl work their arm s 
and legs in various grotesque 
movements, 
missing 
all the 
pleasure of holding hands while 
the gentleman carefully puts 
his arm about his lady and the 
latter daintily holds her left 
hand on his right shoulder as 
they moved gracefully over the 
floor. Grace and sym etry were 
a part of our dances. And they 
always ended at midnight. 
Three of our dances each year 
were formals — Thanksgiving, 
New Year’s Eve and E aster. Not 
only did the girls wear form als, 


but the boys were also in tuxe­ 
does or tails. We wore stiff 
fronted shirts with collars, Of 
course all our dances were so- 
called private, with invitations 
issued. 
Dancing changed as we moved 
from high school to college. As 
we may have mentioned some­ 
time ago in an editorial about 
the good 
old days, the first 
thing we were told when we 
went to our fraternity’s dances 
as a freshman was who we 
were going to take. There is 
always a lot of politics in a 
fraternity house and the upper 
classm en figure that six of the 
freshman should take girls from 
the Pi Phi house, four from 
Kappa Kappa Gamma and sev­ 
eral from Chi Omega. Those 
were the sororities our fra­ 
ternity needed favors from for 
our candidates for student of­ 
fice. 
The 
sororities 
would 
assign 
some of their fresh­ 
man to the dates. 
Another thing we were told was 
to always dance at least half 
the dances with our date, other­ 
wise she would be offended. That 
was 
before the modern fra­ 
ternity house which now has its 
own ballroom. We had most of 
our dances at a place known as 
Ecke’s Hall down town in Law­ 
rence, Kans. It had a spring 
floor, the only such a floor 
we have ever heard of. Beneath 
the hardwood flooring was a 
series of coil springs.

But buried on the inside pages 
was a note about a once riot- 
torn part of the USA - Watts, 
Calif. Sargent Shriver had rid­ 
den as Grand Marshal in

parade 
commemorating 
the 
progress 
this 
Negro ghetto 
made since last sum mer when 
its savage residents killed 34 
people and destroyed $40 mil­ 
lion worth of property. 
I went over to see Sargent 
Shriver 
at the Office of Equal 
Opportunity. He 
is an easily 
approachable guy who works in 
his shirt sleeves in a beehive 
of an office with people running 
in and out trying to solve our 
toughest domestic problem - 
poverty. I asked him about his 
trip to W atts. 
“ I got a telegram from 
the 
Jordan High School Alumni As­ 
sociation,” he said, “ asking 
me to come out there to be 
Grand Marshal of a parade. I 
have to be careful about what I 
get into, so I had one of our 
people 
out 
there check, and 
found that Jordan high school 
was in the middle of the rioting 
one year ago, and its graduates 
were trying to build a better 
Watts. 
SELF - POLICED CROWD 
“ I went. And I was glad I 
went. The parade traveled about 
three or four miles through the 
heart 
of Watts and ended up 
going 
down 
Charcoal 
Alley 
where 
more buildings were 
Durned a year ago than any­ 
where else. 
“ There 
wasn't a policeman 
in sight. The people of Watts 
were policing them selves.They 
have 
organized their Commu- 
lity A lert Patrol - young fel­ 
lows on motorcycles dressed all 


;in black. They 
told me there 
were fewer a rre sts than in any 
previous three • day period. 
“ It was a homespun parade. 
No spit and polish. Just folks. 
It didn't move with any great 
rush. The 
crowds 
were too 
heavy and there were 
waits 
so that I had a chance to get 
out and talk to people. 


“ I talked to the fire chief - 
a Negro - standing on a shiny 
new fire truck. A lot of 
dif­ 
ference between today and what 
happened one year ago when the 
crowds mobbed 
the 
firemen 
who came in to save the build­ 
ings. 


“ A few minutes later Ilooked 
at the fire truck again and it 
was swarming with children. 
You couldn't see the truck for 
children.” 
One year ago, I recalled, 
the cry that had swept 
Watts 
was 
“ burn, 
baby, burn I” 
“ One of the papers said that 
there were 25,000 people watch­ 
ing the parade,” continued the 
anti • poverty 
adm inistrator 
“ but having ridden with 
Jack 
(his late brother - in - law, 
President Kennedy) I have a lit­ 
tle judgment about crowds and 
I would say there were m ore.” 
The parade dispersed at the 
Jordan 
high 
school, 
whose 
alumni were its chief organi­ 
zers, and after that Shriver 
had long talks with the people 
who run Watts, including those 
“ on the street” — men with no 
visible jobs but who neverthe­ 
less exert a subtle influence. 
FUTURE OF WATTS 
They talked chiefly about the 
future of Watts. 
What 
they 
wanted most was to do 
things 
them selves. 
They 
had or­ 
ganized “ Operation Bootstrap” 
to pull Watts up by its 
own 
bootstraps 
and they seemed 
to be doing it. 
Shriver visited one building 
where 
international business 
machines had contributed three 
IBM 
machines 
and a young 
Negro woman was teaching oth­ 


e rs how to run them. 
In the next room typew riters 
w ere being pounded by fledging 
stenographers. Outside 
was 
an auto body repair shop. If you 
w eren't too particular about the 
polish on your car, you could 
get it fixed free by a young 
Negro 
training to 
be a 
mechanic. 


Shriver is inclinced to mini­ 
mize the help which he or any 
outsider has given Watts. The 
anti • poverty program has 
found jobs for about 1,500 teen­ 
agers. About 100 young men 
have been enlisted from Watts 
for the job corps. There have 
also 
been 
organized “ Teen- 
Posts,” (clubs for teenagers) 
and various other projects such 
as the 
Neighborhood 
Adult 
Participation Program . How­ 
ever, these only scratch 
the 
surface. 


Today there is no hospital in 
W atts. The area 
once under 
curfew is bigger than San Fran­ 
cisco, yet it hasn't a single hos­ 
pital, 
and 
last June a Los 
Angeles county election turned 
down a bond issue for a 
new 
hospital. 
So the University of Southern 
California 
is erecting a hos­ 
pital, nothing elaborate, just a 
pre • fab job. But it will open in 
January. 
And the leaders of Watts are 
insistent that they run it them­ 
selves. Shriver believes they 
will be able to do so. 
They 
also 
wanted 
federal 
funds to be placed under their 
adm inistration, which under the 
laws laid down by congress is 
not possible. However, before 
he left the West Coast, Shriver 
had a meeting with leading Los 
Angeles citizens and launched 
a quiet campaign to raise pri­ 
vate money. 
Watts has a long way to go, 
but at least things have started. 
Leaving Shriver's office

a late hour, I concluded

President

bor Always Will Be Unchained 
in His Land. 
Few governments in recent 
history have been born under 
such explosive and verbal fire 
as the administration which took 
over 
in 
Santo 
Domingo last 
month. 
It is truly sailing dangerously 
between Scylla and Charybdis 
--C astro 's Cuba and the en­ 
mity of 
many American lib­ 
erals. 
I asked the new president how 
his regime would treat labor. 
Here is his reply: 
By Joaquin Balaguer 
President of the Donimican Re­ 
public 
Santo Domingo: The historic 
process 
of 
the 
world labor 
movement shows us that the 
w orkers of a country have bene­ 
fited from the experiences of 
m ore advanced countries, and 
have adopted their methods in 
the organization of their own 
trade unions. 
This was the way it happened 
when the first trade unions were 
organized in the United States. 
The 
workers 
embodied Eu­ 
rope’s most advanced and ex­ 
perienced methods into their 
early trade unions. 
We, in the Donimican Repub­ 
lic, in order to labor-orient our 
social environment, have had to 
learn from the various trade 
union system s in Latin Am eri­ 
ca, which had earlier begin­ 
nings than ours in the pursuit 
of labor gains. 
Our trade union structures 
have likewise benefited from the 
North American labor move­ 
ment and a good example of 
this is the training in labor 
education which is now being 
carried on in our country. Said 
training is under the direction 
of the American Institute for 
F r e e 
Labor 
Development 
(AIFLD); whose 
educational 
program s, according to AIFLD 
claim s, 
do 
not discrim inate 
against the affiliates of the dif­ 
ferent trade unions and are 
available to all educational lev­ 
els of workers. 
While 
technical training is 
basic to the organization of 
trade unions, labor confrater­ 
nity is of equal importance 
when practiced among organi­ 
zations, among groups, and even 
among workers. 
As a public figure, I firmly 
believe in this type of re la ­ 
tionship and profess a unique 
devotion 
to 
human 
values 
wherever they are evidenced. I 
think that the most sincere rep ­ 
resentation of these values is 
exemplified in the 
ordinary 
w orker, in the factory worker 
o r the agricultural worker, who 
a re the heartbeat of the life of 
a nation. 
Having accepted this thought, 
I do not believe a diplomatic 
em bassy exists which has as 
much power to establish close 
bonds among friendly sister 
countries as the w orkers have; 
and I agree with the concept 
that this mission can be best 
accomplished 
through 
direct 
relationships among organiza­ 
tions. 
For these reasons, I greatly 
sympathize with the interchange 
between 
Dominican 
workers 
with their brothers of the Uni­ 
ted States and other countries, 
and ar.y effort towards this end 
would always have the encour­ 
agement of my government and, 
in particular, my own. 
This interchange, which is in­ 
spired by a logical and natural 
sentim ent 
of 
confraternity 
among the workers of different 
countries and united by ties of 
common interests, should not 
involve any partisan political 
dependence because then the 
trade union movement, created 
in a spirit of confraternity, 
would lose its most precious 
attribute: Freedom. 
It is a tangible reality that in 
order for the trade union move­ 


ment to be free it is neces­ 
sary that it not be tied to any 
national or international parti­ 
san political structures. 
If such partisanship existed, 
the trade union movement would 
degenerate to sim ple append­ 
ixes of the local or interna­ 
tional political parties and this, 
of course, would not be favor­ 
able to a labor movement. 
Our party --th e Reformist — 
can boast of representing a 
reviving current in defense of 
the progress of a free trade 
union movement. We do not sup­ 
port any trade union central, 
neither do we aspire to control 
the labor movement. On the con­ 
tra ry , I recall, and I do not do 
so to get any recognition from 
Dominican workers, that it was 
under the regime of the first 
State Council, which I chaired, 
that the first trade unions be­ 
gan to operate in this country, 
and it was with them the his­ 
tory of the free labor movement 
in the Dominican Republic be­ 
gan. 
The social policy of the basic 
program of government of the 
R eform ist Party is based on 
the attainment of a better life 
for the Dominican worker, in­ 
cluding 
the 
forgotten 
rural 
w orker to whom loans, social 
security services, the benefits 
of a minimum wage and other 
advantages enjoyed by the urban 
w orker, will be extended. 
I would like to emphasize a 
fact which constitutes one of 
our greatest social injustices, 
and this is in regards to the 
life experienced by rural work­ 
e rs , which has been one lacking 
of practically all the advan­ 
tages granted to the other work­ 
e rs. 
My government is determined 
to correct this injustice, and, in 
effect, has plans to provide 
the rural workers with the same 
benefits granted to the urban 
w orkers. 
These plans include the ac­ 
complishment of an accelerated 
agrarian 
reform , 
within the 
concept of respect for private 
property; the establishm ent of 
sanitary services and of social 
assistance in the country; the 
construction of schools readily 
accessible to rural areas; the 
liberalization of loan financing 
for harvests; the establishment 
of a system of harvest insur­ 
ance and the creation of agri­ 
cultural, livestock, and consu­ 
m er cooperatives, etc. 
This does not mean that the 
ru ra l worker would become the 
favored worker. The theme of 
our party, “ Neither injustices, 
nor privileges,” would be ap­ 
plied letter by letter in order 
to correct, in the case of the 
forgotten rural worker, an acute 
historic injustice. 
We will rehabilitate our rural 
w orker 
but 
we will also be 
greatly concerned so that, in 
general, all the working class, 
as an essential factor of our 
society, 
may receive all the 
benefits which it deserves. 
We 
will work untiringly in 
order to maintain our labor 
movement free, exempt from 
daring 
enemies 
who, either 
from within their own organi­ 
zations or from outside, con­ 
sp ire to exterm inate it, even as 
they disguise as defenders. 
We shall encourage by all 
possible means the interchange 
of the Dominican workers with 
the 
w orkers 
of 
the 
United 
States, Argentina, B razil, Mex­ 
ico and other sister countries, 
on a basis of equal relation­ 
ships, but only as brothers and 
not as political slaves. 
In this effort we propose to go 
even farther, without partisan 
sponsorships to warp the true 
nature of the vigorous Domini­ 
can labor movement, which can 
never be an appendage of a 
foreign political ideology which 
is 
in 
opposition to western 
dem ocratic goals, nor an affi­ 
liate of a domestic political 
party.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
PARKS FOR THE FUTURE 
The National Park Service will be 50 years 
old on Thursday (Aug. 25). 
FROM n iE BEGINNING our national parks 
program has aimed at the future. Congress 
in the act of Aug. 25, 1916 established the 
National Park Service within the Department of 
the Interior. The original purposes set forth 
by Congress were “ To conserve the scenery 
and the wildlife therein and to provide for the 
enjoyment of the same in such manner and by 
such moans as will leave them unimpaired for 
the enjoyment of future generations.” 
President Johnson restated that aim in his 
Feb. 23 message to Congress on conservation 
and recreation. Repeating requests made a year 
earlier for additions to the park and recrea­ 
tion system, the President urged that 1966 be 
rememl>ered as the “ year of the new conser­ 
vation when farsighted men took farsighted 
steps to preserve the beauty that is the heri­ 
tage of our Republic.” 
IT W AS NOT always easy. In the early days 
of the National Park Service “ Uncle Joe” 
Cannon, then Speaker of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives, 
grudgingly 
agreed to conserve 
priceless federal lands, but decreed: “ Not one 
cent for scenery.” 
The new Cape Cod National Seashore, dedi­ 
cated on May 30, is the first National Park 
Service land to be acquired mainly by pur­ 
chase. As National Wildlife observes: “ Except 
for Rockefeller donations we would not have ac­ 
quired the Great Smoky Mountains National 
Park. Mellon and Phipps gifts made possible 
the Cape Hatteras National Seashore.” Rocke­ 
feller's 
generously pi ^vided the recreation 
taciiities on St. John, \ ;rgm Islands. 
But in 1961 Congress created the Cape Cod 
National Seashore and authorized $16 million 
for land purchases. The acts creating all sub­ 
sequent National Seashores have included land- 
taking authorizations. 
THE NATIONAL PARK SERVICE has been hold­ 
ing a year-long observance of its 50th anni­ 
versary. It deserves the praise it is earning. 
In the past IO years it has added 50 new areas 
to the 181 parks, monuments, battlefields, memo­ 
rial cem eteries, seashores, parkways and his­ 
toric sites it administered in 1956. In the same 
decade it has added IOO new visitor centers, 
nearly 1000 m iles of tr a ils,2700 m iles of roads, 
and tens of thousands of camp sites and parking 
spaces. 
A decade ago fewer than 55 million visits 
were made to NPS facilities. Last year the 
total passed 112 million. A record 137 million 
are expected this year. Even though some of 
these are repeaters, that's a lot for a nation 
of 195 million. 
The 32 national parks stretch from Acadia, 
Maine, the Virgin Islands, and the Everglades, 
across the nation to Alaska and Hawaii. Add 
to these seven Nation 
Seashores, embracing 
321,000 acres, situated on the Atlantic, the Pa­ 
cific, and the Gulf of Mexico. 
Eight new natural beauty spots ranging from 
Texas to Michigan and Oregon to North Caro­ 
lina are now under consideration by Congress. 
NPS administers the White House, the Gettys­ 
burg Battlefield, and the Statue of Liberty. So 
long as the program continues to grow in a 
forward-looking fashion, future generations will 
have reason to be grateful.

Defense Secretary Robert McNamara has won 
an enviable but somewhat controversial repu­ 
tation for saving the taxpayers’ dollar in the 
operation of his department. 
He has developed a name for being a fine 
example of a business executive, who is using 
talents developed as an industrial executive to 
promote efficiency and thrift in the federal 
government. 
It is unusual for a man in government to 
talk about thrift. Most bureaucrats are spend­ 
ers. So the emphasis that has been placed by 
McNamara voluntarily on saving money without 
sacrificing the nation’s defense is appreciated 
by the public and laudable. Since the nation 
spends more for defense than anything else 
what he is able to accomplish is of major 
importance to the nation. The controversial 
aspect lies in the difficulty of accurately figur­ 
ing government costs. Some of McNamara’s 
statements have been questioned because there 
is more than one way of figuring defense ex­ 
penditures. Future projections don’t always pan 
out. 
But McNamara is not always right as the 
TFX fiasco demonstrates. He goofed badly in 
selecting General Dynamics of Fort Worth, 
le x ., to build the air force version of the 
plane, also known as the FII. 
Or in making the recommendation did he m ere­ 
ly express the will of President Lyndon B, 
Johnson, the commander in chief, that the con­ 
tract be awarded to a Texas firm? 
Regardless, McNamara has made a decision 
that will cost the nation millions of dollars. 
McNamara predicted that the selection 
in­ 
stead would save the country $1 billion. 


A 235-board expert evaluation board recom ­ 
mended that the contract to build the plane be 
awarded to the Boeing Company. McNamara in­ 
sisted on General Dynamics. 
The planes for the air force and navy were 
to cost $2.9 million. The defense department 
now estim ates the cost at $13 million — $8 
million for the navy version and $5 million 
for the air force plane. 
Development costs, estimated at $137 million, 
actually will cost $258 million. 
The claim was made that General Dynamics 
could offer identical parts for the two planes 
at a saving to the taxpayers while Boeing’s 
parts would be common or sim ilar but not 
identical. 
The defense department now reports that 82 
per cent of the plane’s air frame parts are 
common. It does not use the word identical. 
McNamara has blundered badly on this major 
decision. 
He will be hard pressed to save enough on 
other defense programs to offset the heavy 
losses of his foolhardy TFX decision.

Esquire Inc.’s entry in this lucrative field, 
Cg Scene, will make its newsstand debut on 
Tuesday, Aug. 23. An Esquire spokesman des­ 
cribes CQ Scene as a magazine for the “ bright 
teen-age m ale” who is in high school and 
presumably headed for college. 
Meanwhile, magazines that have refrained from 
climbing aboard the youth bandwagon are doing 
all right, too. Curtis Publishing Co. showed a 
first-half net profit of $368,000, while Time 
Inc. 
reported a record January-June net of 
$17.7 million. Even so, Time felt impelled, in 
a recent cover story, to assure its readers 
that being middle-aged wasn’t all that bad.

WHEN WE WERE 
a boy a 
dance was really a social af­ 
fair, not a recreation. All of our 
dances were program affairs 
and the boys would meet two 
or three days before the dance 
and exchange dances. We were 
always careful to dance the first 
and last dance with girl who 
was our partner. On the night 
of the dance we would rent a 
horse drawn cab for 25 cents 
and the driver would first pick 
us up and then go for the girl. 
When we reached the dance hall 
there was a maid to help the 
girls with their wraps and big 


bowl 
of 
punch 
that had no 
"sp ik e" in it. We grew up in 
a saloon town and those who 
drank were not accepted in so­ 
ciety. Most all of this changed 
with prohibition. The last dance 
was 
always 
“ Home 
Sweet 
Home," and the music was 
always by an orchestra. Be­ 
lieve the dances cost one dol­ 
lar a couple which would be 
equal to $8 or $10 now. There 
were no juke boxes then. Our 
dances were waltz, two-step and 
shottisch. About the time we 
finished high school several 
ultram odern dances came along 
by the name of bunnyhug, bear­ 
cat, cakewalk, turkeytrot, fox­ 
trot, and castle walk. They nev­ 
e r replaced the waltz and two 
step, but were mere novelties. 
A dancer in those days was not 
proficient until he was able to 
lead his lady out on the floor 
for whatever the orchestra (not 
band) was playing. 
These days we often contrast 
the gesture dancing in which 
boy and girl work their arm s 
and legs in various grotesque 
movements, 
missing 
all the 
pleasure of holding hands while 
the gentleman carefully puts 
his arm about his lady and the 
latter daintily holds her left 
hand on his right shoulder as 
they moved gracefully over the 
floor. Grace and symetry were 
a part of our dances. And they 
always ended at midnight. 
Three of our dances each year 
were formals — Thanksgiving, 
New Y ear's Eve and E aster. Not 
only did the girls wear form als, 


but the boys were also in tuxe­ 
does or tails. We wore stiff 
fronted shirts with collars. Of 
course all our dances were so­ 
called private, with invitations 
issued. 
Dancing changed as we moved 
from high school to college. As 
we may have mentioned some­ 
time ago in an editorial about 
the good 
old days, the first 
thing we were told when we 
went to our fraternity's dances 
as a freshman was who we 
were going to take. There is 
always a lot of politics in a 
fraternity house and the upper 
classmen figure that six of the 
freshman should take girls from 
the Pi Phi house, four from 
Kappa Kappa Gamma and sev­ 
eral from Chi Omega. Those 
were the sororities our fra­ 
ternity needed favors from for 
our candidates for student of­ 
fice. 
The 
sororities 
would 
assign 
some of their fresh­ 
man to the dates. 
Another thing we were told was 
to always dance at least half 
the dances with our date, other­ 
wise she would be offended, That 
was 
before the modern fra­ 
ternity house which now has its 
own ballroom. We had most of 
our dances at a place known as 
Ecke's Hall down town in Law­ 
rence, Kans. It had a spring 
floor, the only such a floor 
we have ever heard of. Beneath 
the hardwood flooring was a 
series of coil springs. As you 
glided out on the floor it would 
give to your steps. The spring 
floor added something excep-

There wasn't a cheering piece 
of news on page one. 
But buried on the inside pages 
was a note about a once riot- 
torn i>art of the USA •• Watts, 
Calif. Sargent Shriver had rid­ 
den as Grand Marshal in 
a 
parade 
commemorating 
the 
progress 
this 
Negro ghetto 
made since last summer when 
its savage residents killed 34 
people and destroyed $40 mil­ 
lion worth of property. 
I went over to see Sargent 
Shriver 
at the Office of Equal 
Opportunity. He 
is an easily 
approachable guy who works in 
his shirt sleeves in a beehive 
of an office with people running 
in and out trying to solve our 
toughest domestic problem — 
poverty. I asked him about his 
trip to Watts. 
“ I got a telegram from 
the 
Jordan High School Alumni As­ 
sociation," he said, "asking 
me to come out there to be 
Grand Marshal of a parade. I 
have to be careful about what I 
get into, so I had one of our 
people 
out 
there check, and 
found that Jordan high school 
was in the middle of the rioting 
one year ago, and its graduates 
were trying to build a better 
Watts. 
SELF • POLICED CROWD 
"I went. And I was glad I 
went. The parade traveled about 
three or four miles through the 
heart 
of Watts and ended up 
going 
down 
Charcoal 
Alley 
where 
more buildings were 
Durned a year ago than any­ 
where else. 
"T here 
wasn't a policeman 
in sight. The people of Watts 
were policing themselves. They 
-lave 
organized their Com mu- 
lity Alert Patrol — young fel­ 
lows t»n m otorcycle-i d ressed ail 


By 


an black. They 
told me there 
were fewer a rre sts than in any 
previous three • day period. 
"It was a homespun parade. 
No spit and polish. Just folks. 
It didn't move with any great 
rush. The 
crowds 
were too 
heavy and there were 
waits 
so that I had a chance to get 
out and talk to people. 


"I talked to the fire chief - 
a Negro — standing on a shiny 
new fire truck. A lot of 
dif. 
ference t>etween today and what 
happened one year ago when the 
crowds mobbed 
the 
firemen 
who carne in to save the build­ 
ings. 


"A few minutes later Hooked 
at the fire truck again and it 
was swarming with children. 
You couldn't see the truck for 
children." 
One year ago, I recalled, 
the cry that had swept 
Watts 
was 
"burn, 
baby, bu rn I" 
"One of the papers said that 
there were 25,000 people watch­ 
ing the parade," continued the 
anti • poverty 
adm inistrator 
"but having ridden with 
Jack 
(his late brother - in . law, 
President Kennedy) I have a lit­ 
tle judgment about crowds and 
I would say there were m ore." 
The parade dispersed at the 
Jordan 
high 
school, 
whose 
alumni were its chief organi­ 
zers, and after that Shriver 
had long talks with the people 
who run Watts, including those 
"on the street" — men with no 
visible jobs but who neverthe­ 
less exert a subde influence, 
FUTURE OF WATTS 
They talked chiefly about the 
future of Watts. 
What 
they 
wanted most was to do 
things 
tile rn selves. 
They 
had or­ 
ganized "Operation B ootstrap" 
to pull Watts up by its 
own 
bootstraps 
and they seemed 
to be doing it. 
Shriver visited one building 
where 
international business 
machines had contributed three 
IBM 
machines 
and a young 
Negro woman was teaching oth­ 


ers how to run them. 
In the next room typewriters 
were being pounded by fledging 
stenographers. Outside 
was 
an auto body repair shop. If you 
weren't too particular about the 
polish on your car, you could 
get it fixed free by a young 
Negro 
training to 
be a 
mechanic. 


Shriver is inclinced to mini­ 
mize the help which he or any 
outsider has given Watts. The 
anti • poverty program has 
found jobs for about 1,500 teen­ 
agers. About IOO young men 
have been enlisted from Watts 
for the job corps. There have 
also 
been 
organized "Teen- 
Posts," (clubs for teenagers) 
and various other projects such 
as the 
Neighborhood 
Adult 
Participation 
Program . How­ 
ever, these only scratch 
the 
surface. 


Today there is no hospital in 
Watts. The area 
once under 
curfew is bigger than San Fran­ 
cisco, yet it hasn't a single hos­ 
pital, 
and 
last June a Los 
Angeles county election turned 
down a bond issue for a 
new 
hospital. 
So the University of Southern 
California 
is erecting a hos­ 
pital, nothing elaborate, just a 
pre • fab job. But it will open in 
January. 
And the leaders of Watts are 
insistent that they run it them­ 
selves. Shriver believes they 
will be able to do so. 
They 
also 
wanted 
federal 
funds to be placed under their 
adm inistration, which under the 
laws laid down by congress is 
not possible. However, before 
he left the West Coast, Shriver 
had a meeting with leading Los 
Angeles citizens and launched 
a quiet campaign to raise pri­ 
vate money. 
Watts has a long way to go, 
but at least things have started, 
Leaving Shrlver's office 
at 
a late hour, I concluded 
that 
the most important news isn't 
always on paM ^pe. 


President 
of 
the 
Domini­ 
can Republic Tells Riesel La­ 
bor Always Will Be Unchained 
in His Land. 
Few governments in recent 
history have been born under 
such explosive and verbal fire 
as the administration which took 
over 
in 
Santo 
Domingo last 
month. 
It is truly sailing dangerously 
between Scylla and Charybdis 
--C astro’s Cuba and the en­ 
mity of 
many American lib­ 
e ra ls. 
I asked the new president how 
his regime would treat labor. 
H ere is his reply: 
By Joaquin Ba I aguer 
President of the Donimican Re­ 
public 
Santo Domingo: The historic 
process 
of 
the 
world labor 
movement shows us that the 
w orkers of a country have bene­ 
fited from the experiences of 
m ore advanced countries, and 
have adopted their methods in 
the organization of their own 
trade unions. 
This was the way it happened 
when the first trade unions were 
organized in the United States. 
The 
workers 
embodied Eu­ 
rope's most advanced and ex­ 
perienced methods into their 
early trade unions. 
We, in the Donimican Repub­ 
lic, in order to labor-or lent our 
social environment, have had to 
learn from the various trade 
union system s in Latin Am eri­ 
ca, which had earlier begin­ 
nings than ours in the pursuit 
of labor gains. 
Our trade union structures 
have likewise be ne fifed fro rn the 
North American labor move­ 
ment and a good example of 
this is the training in labor 
education which is now being 
carried on in our country. Said 
training is under the direction 
of the American Institute for 
F r e e 
Labor 
Development 
(AIFLD); whose 
educational 
program s, according to AIFLD 
claim s, 
do 
not discrim inate 
against the affiliates of the dif­ 
ferent trade unions and are 
available to all educational lev­ 
els of workers. 
While 
technical training Is 
basic to the organization of 
trade unions, labor confrater­ 
nity is of equal importance 
when practiced among organi­ 
zations, among groups, and even 
among workers. 
As a public figure, I firmly 
believe in this type of re la ­ 
tionship and profess a unique 
devotion 
to 
human 
values 
w herever they are evidenced. I 
think that the most sincere rep ­ 
resentation of these values is 
exemplified in the 
ordinary 
w orker, in the factory worker 
o r the agricultural worker, who 
a re the heartbeat of the life of 
a nation. 
Having accepted this thought, 
I do not believe a diplomatic 
em bassy exists which has as 
much power to establish close 
bonds among friendly sister 
countries as the workers have; 
and I agree with the concept 
that this mission can be best 
accomplished 
through 
direct 
relationships among organiza­ 
tions. 
For these reasons, I greatly 
sympathize with the interchange 
between 
Dominican 
workers 
with their brothers of the Uni­ 
ted States and other countries, 
and any effort towards this end 
would always have the encour­ 
agement of my government and, 
in particular, my own. 
This interchange, which is in­ 
spired by a logical and natural 
sentim ent 
of 
confraternity 
among the workers of different 
countries and united by ties of 
common Interests, should not 
involve any partisan political 
dependence because then the 
trade union movement, created 
In a spirit of confraternity, 
would lose its most precious 
attribute: I reedom. 
It is a tangible reality that in 
ord«r for the trade union move­ 


ment to be free it is neces­ 
sary that it not be tied to any 
national or international parti­ 
san political structures. 
If such partisanship existed, 
the trade union movement would 
degenerate to sim ple append­ 
ixes of the local or interna­ 
tional political parties and this, 
of course, would not be favor­ 
able to a labor movement. 
Our party -- the Reformist — 
can boast of representing a 
reviving current in defense ol 
the progress of a free trade 
union movement. We do not sup­ 
port any trade union central, 
neither do we aspire to control 
the labor movement. On the con­ 
tra ry , I recall, and I do not do 
so to get any recognition from 
Dominican workers, that it was 
under the regime of the first 
State Council, which I chaired, 
that the first trade unions be­ 
gan to operate in this country, 
and it was with them the his­ 
tory of the free labor movement 
In the Dominican Republic be­ 
gan. 
The social policy of the basic 
program of government of the 
Reform ist Party Is based on 
the attainment of a better life 
for the Dominican worker, in­ 
cluding 
the 
forgotten 
rural 
w orker to whom loans, social 
security services, the benefits 
of a minimum wage and other 
advantages enjoyed by the urban 
worker, will be extended. 
I would like to emphasize a 
fact which constitutes one of 
our greatest social injustices, 
and this is In regards to the 
life experienced by rural work­ 
e rs, which has been one lacking 
of practically all the advan­ 
tages granted to the other work­ 
e rs. 
My government is determined 
to correct this injustice, and, in 
effect, has plans to provide 
the rural workers with the same 
benefits granted to the urban 
w orkers. 
These plans include the ac­ 
complishment of an accelerated 
agrarian 
reform , 
within the 
concept of respect for private 
property; the establishment of 
sanitary services and of social 
assistance in the country; the 
construction of schools readily 
accessible to rural areas; the 
liberalization of loan financing 
for harvests; the establishment 
of a system of harvest insur­ 
ance and the creation of agri­ 
cultural, livestock, and consu­ 
m er cooperatives, etc. 
This does not mean that the 
ru ral worker would become the 
favored worker. The theme of 
our party, "N either injustices, 
nor privileges," would be ap­ 
plied letter by letter in order 
to correct, in the case of the 
forgotten rural worker, an acute 
historic injustice. 
We will rehabilitate our rural 
worker 
but 
we will also be 
greatly concerned so that, in 
general, all the working class, 
as an essential factor of our 
society, 
may receive all the 
benefits which it deserves. 
We 
will work untiringly in 
order to maintain our labor 
movement free, exempt from 
daring 
enemies 
who, either 
from within their own organi­ 
zations or from outside, con­ 
spire to exterminate it, even as 
they disguise as defenders. 
We shall encourage by all 
possible means the interchange 
of the Dominican workers with 
the 
w orkers 
of 
the 
United 
States, Argentina, Brazil, Mex­ 
ico and other sister countries, 
on a basis of equal relation­ 
ships, but only as brothers and 
not as political slaves. 
In this effort we propose to go 
even farther, without partisan 
sponsorships to warp the true 
nature of the vigorous Domini­ 
can labor movement, which can 
never be an appendage of a 
foreign political Ideology which 
is 
in 
opposition to western 
dem ocratic goals, nor an affi­ 
liate of a domestic political 
party.

Montagnard tribesmen don*t 
like clothes very much. One girl 
came in eight bracelets. 
George Gaspard, a onetime 
Louisiana State football player 
and former Special Forces offi. 
ceb, dreamed up the party to 
mark his 40th birthday. He 
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thought it would be good to get 
everybody's mind off the war 
and show the Viet Cong, who 
roam the jungle hardly 200 
yards from his frame house, 
what they were missing.

So the guest list was long 
and sort of mixed up. 
There were the Montagna rd 
chiefs, the local governor, lots 
of soldiers.

gle. There was also the young 
Vietnamese lieutenant who an­ 
nounced, “ Me Black Tiger I*’ 
and offered to go a round of 
Judo with another.

Several also said they would 
favor complete elimination of 
the assessment of household 
goods and Phillips said he would 
go along but that would be up 
to tin1 Legislature to decide. 
As far a s utilities are con­ 
cerned, Phillips said the com­ 
mission decided last year to 
review the whole situation and 
discovered that millions of dol­ 
lars worth of utility property 
never had been put on the local 
books. 
So the State Commission de­ 
vised new forms to be reported 
to local assessors and for the 
first time they know what util­ 
ity property was located 
in 
their counties. 
For example, one utility had 
never reported anything on $14 
million worth of new construc­ 
tion. 
It’s on the books 
now. 
The commission sets the val­ 
uation of the distributable prop­ 
erty of utilities - poles, wires, 
tracks, pipelines and so on - 
and has attempted to make 
a 
uniform valuation of around 34 
per cent. This tax money also 
goes to the local units. 
A sim ilar situation was found 
in the case of companies which 
lease 
business 
equipment. 
Their assessments have been 
set at about 35 per cent, adding 
more millions to the local tax 
rolls. 
Phillips says tile commission 
w ill be busy hearing appeals all 
fall. 
The next target will be bus­ 
lines. Eight field men are busy 
checking them now. 
In some counties, of course, a 


rise 
in 
assessed valuations 
means the county courts w ill 
cut tax levies accordingly. 
The Cole County court did that 
Thursday, cutting 2 cents on the 
$100 valuation to produce 
a 
levy of 88 cents to offset the 
increases ordered by the Tax 
Commission.
